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STUDENTS ADMIRE LIBRARY DISPLAY 

Mary Villegas, Willa Shropshire 
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No.rwich Slate Hospital , Dani^son, Connecticut. (17 participants are working along- 
side patients in camp eetting constructing cabins and undertaking a program of recre- 
ation, arts and crafts.) Period covered: June 19 to July 2 

In addition to preliminary orientation, full time responsibility as -a group for 
every hour of every day for eight weeks, for sixteen patients* began June 28* In 
addition to erecting several tents for living quarters for patients and staff, 
work was done around a waterfront area. Only ten meals a week are served so the 
group provides for all breakfasts and all meals on Saturday and Sunday (cooking over 
an open fire) — quite primitive I A number went to Sturbridge Village in Massachu- 
setts, a reconstructed colonial village, last Sunday. One carload went to the 
ocean* We had Quaker silent meeting for worship Sunday morning, but have difficulty 
scheduling our meditation periods since we are the staff of the institution, instead 
of only auxiliaries. One of the participants wasTbitten by a snake, but both the 
participant and the snake survived* Editor's note: We have had no reporting by , 
participants from this project as yet, so this material was excerpted from a~ 
general report* 

Mentally Retarded * 

Jewish Foundation , Washington, D. C* (6 participants are working in interdenomina- 
iional institute assisting in programs of teaching and recreation.) 

Period covered* June 19 to July h 

The first part of the week was spent on orientation. We met with staff and each was 
assigned. In most cases we will act as substitute teachers while staff goes on vaca- 
tion, The remainder of the week was spent working with children and the teacher we 
were assigned to. Business meeting went quite snn-thlv; nost of our minor problems 
concerning our house, and our work, were straightened oat. As a group we hav^ had 
some trouble getting used -to the idea of meditation. As the group members become 
more at ease with one another during meditation, it should become more beneficial on 
the whole. On Saturday the entire group went to Mount Vernon and also to the 
Washington Cathedral. The second week we continued our individual assignments. This 
weekend part of the group went on camping trips and six to a concert at the Water 
Gate. Afterwards we went to a coffee house. We discussed some of the difficulties 
we've been having in disciplining the children and the Foundation's consulting psychi- 
atrist discussed disciplinary problems with us. Our greatest achievement is in our 
growing understanding of the children through daily contact. 

r-^tjonally Disturbed 

Five Acres , Altadena, California. {6 participants are undertaking a recreation pro- 
gram, including short camping trips, with emotionally disturbed children.) 

Period covered: June 19 to July 2 

rfcrk assignments at Five Acres are general and designed to allow utilization of 
facilities while providing an opportunity for creative planning for the children 
(and self-defense for the staff 1 ) Assignments consist of supervising and participa- 
ting in indoor games and activities in the library and gymnasium as well as crafts 
snd woodworking. In addition off-campus activities such as swimming lessons, beach 
trips, hikes, and field trips are assigned. We have achieved many things this 
*eek both as a group and individually* At least of equal significance to us, 
lowever, is the achievement to survive a half -day, to break up periodic fights-to- 
.he-death, and start decent relationships with most of the children in- spite of it all. 
te have learned a lot about them and more about ourselves, our tolerance and abili- 
ties* We have had a problem getting together for the planned daily meditation* It

We 
realize there were varied attitude-' toward mental health . The experience of inter- 
j^^X viewing gave rise to an intense group discussion of proolems likely to arise. Ethical 
'*""' problems emerged when members of the group felt that certain questions on the inter- 

> viewing form invaded too greatly the privacy of the clients* Menbers of the project 
traveled to Manchester and interviewed approximately 50 out-patients to discover 
reason.* why active or inactive patients d~ not rome *o the clinic* Our method of 
interviewing involved going out in pan.-. j;< went ojt wniUt fjur of us stayed in 
Manchester. We have been impressed with the friendliness and openess of people 
contrary to what we expected* Our contacts with out-patients have been constructive; 
we feel they have a higher regard for the clinic as a result of our visits. Satur- 
day we went on a picnic in one of the parks near Danville, Perryville Battlefield. 

i We went to the Health Center to observe the work routine. Some participants sat in 
with the doctors and social workers hv they interviewed while others interviewed 
patients to get reactions to the clinic. We h*d a lengthy discussion on meditation. 
There was a lot of feeling against it. We finally concluded to modify it somewhat 

1 by permitting some to read or knit during this tune. Although the feeling is rome- 

- what better, there is still a need for mjre discussion and more definite conclusions. 
Saturday night we went to a revival meeting in Booneville, while on Sunday some of us 
went to I^nch, Kentucky to see the abandoned mine towns in- the area. Monday we went 
to Levi Jackson State Park where our activities included swijnming, horseback riding, 
and a late afternoon picnic. Everyone is in fine health and on the whole group 
morale is good. 
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has not been resolved as yet ^ t we hope to do so next week, iir relations with 
regular staff and children have been all we could hope for. There is a constant 
necessity for arbitration, peace-making, and restraint ( as well as encouragement) 
and, of course, patience and love. We started a variety of clubs; the best song 
was "Do Your Ears Hang Low, Do They Wobble To and Fro..! n Surprisingly enough there 
are brief moments of a one-to-one nature in which a child is suddenly forced to see 
himself in a more realistic light, that is, in a moment of affection, or perhaps of 
di*c\?lir^ a child is suddenly confronted with someone very much interested in

Childrens' Farm Home , Corvallis, Oregon. (8 participants are helping in rehabili- 
tation program for boys and girls engaging in farm work, excursions and camping 
trips.) Period covered: June 19 to July 9 
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Unit members have been assigned to work in cottages. Other activities include 
helping with gardening, strawberry-picking, cleaning, and swimming. The first days 
were spent in orientation part of which dealt with the basic philosophy we use 
particularly as it relates to patience, truth, and understanding. Comments on daily 
meditation were that it breaks the monotory of the day; it is easy to let our minds 
go blank because it is the only "free thinking" time. After each day ! s work we sit 
around and talk awhile. The schedule has been too rigorous to permit ary other unit 
activities. Our work hours are from 7:30 a.m. to 10:00 pro with tiroe for daily medi- 
tation and now, twice a week, for business meetings, . Our main achievement has been' 
getting adjusted to routines in the cottages, to knowing the staff, and developing 
relationships with the young people in each cotiago. Members of the unit commented 
on problems they see in their cottages; (it is difficult to get boys to do anything 
they don't want to and the girls also seem easily sidetracked whenever they want to 
do something)! There has not been a great deal of counseling in the way of formal 
interviews, rather the kids are allowed to bring up what they want to talk about.

of responsibility and to prepare the older ones for Job situations. Our first long 
weekend was over the Fourth of July. A local friend took us to the coast for the 
day, to a rodeo, and to the Timber Carnival. Our morale has stayed quite high; we * 
usually sit around and talk after we get home at night and have coffee and snacks. 

Loysvllle Youth Development Center , Loysville, Pa. (10 participants are working with 
male juvenile offenders assisting with arts and crafts, recreation, and water safety. 

Period covered: June 19 to July 8 

First days were spent in orientation. After this we chose a group of boys with whom 
to work as substitute houseparents, teachers, big brothers, life guards, and 
friends. Much time was spent in talking and working with either a snail group or an 
individual. Informal bull sessions after work are in order. A group picnic and 
other recreational activities such as visits to areas of interest, hiking, a water* 
melon feed, and sports activities have been planned, A period of time after break- 
fast has been set aside for meditation. The group as a whole appears to look forward 
to meditation; AFSC personne? working thir summer, and civil rights workers who lost 
their lives, have been remembered. The flexibility and scope of the Center's program 
has allowed work with the boys in many va&s such as supervising an overnight cam pout, 
directing a crafts program, assisting in t bake sale, leading a treasure hunt, garden- 
ing, and assisting in the building of soap box cars. In addition members have gladly 
participated in aoftball, basketball, and ping pong. The challenge ia present and 
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members are finding it to be a rewarding experience, the group appears to have 
accomplished much in the field of human relatione; it continues to aid the louth *i 
Development Center to help the boys, and merabers of the group are getting to know 
each other better. Ve are continuing to discuss and work on ideas we feel villi** 
beneficial to the boys as well as our group* This week our group did not take Its 
usual day off but remained on csnpus to aid the staff in presentation of a track ani 
svijn day. For next week the recreation committee is planning a group trip to Harrii 
burg. The education committee is continuing to plan for some speakers i» addition 
to renting films on interesting subjects. Morale of the group continues to remain '

of working in the civil rights field but also thp accompanying failures and futilitj 
of irradiate success. Meditations have been fairly successful considering that mans 
of the members had never participated before. The most colorful organisation is 
Youth for Jobs which is a snail group of young adults looking for jobs and trying U 
fora a member ship organisation with dubs and begin eone kind of tutorial or recrea- 
tional program. Two girls work with CORE, one in charge of the office and helping 
tt> organize restaurant sit-ins; the other also helps jln the office and is beginning 

. a survey for the War on Poverty. Two boys are working for the Mexican-American 
Unity Council and beginning a summer of p community organization" visiting Mexican- 
American families in the area. The League for Decency in Real Estate , with which ti 
girls are working i is currently engaged in studying housing discrimination,* results 
of which will be compiled. Another interesting organization is Welfare Rights, modi 
up primarily of welfare recipients working to ensure rights of welfare recipients ai 
they deal with the County Welfare Department. One girl is working jcith SNCC which 
functions in this area as an organisation to help the cause of the Mississippi 
Freedom Democratic Party. Another works on a survey of hiring and admittance 
practices used by hospitals in the Oakland area (a national survey being conducted 
by NAACP). We have assigned a volunteer to the Oakland Direct Action Coamittee whi< 
is doing token work with the East Oakland gangs. Another participant is working at 
the West Oakland Christian Parish tutoring elementary school children and, finally, 
the East Day Conference on Religion and Race has engaged one of our graup In a eunr<

Citizenship Education Project , Rock Hill, S. C. (13 participants are engaging in 
voter registration, citizen education workships, and tutoring.) 

Period covered* June 26 to July 2 ;';' 

The group began working on voter registration July 1. Prior to this they were oriei 
ted to AFSC philosophy. Tutoring began on July 6 and the need for more .orientation 
and workshops on tutoring was recognised. There was an opportunity to meet most of 
the Kegro ministers in town and these expressed gratitude for the project and indici 
ted they would help in any way possible. Plans were made for an open house at the 
project location, and a softball game was played against some of the neighborhood 
boys (with AFSC participants the losers) I The project agreed not to fora separate 
"committees" but instead act as a whole on everything. Meditation has been apprecii 
ted because it gives each participant a time to collect bia thoughta. The group hai 
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boundless energy and has been able to get registration books open this month. 
The relationship between the project and the community has been good. More contacts 
are being made with the white community. Students from a local college will be 
used on voter registration! many adults are providing rides to church. As one par* 
ticipant indicated, "life has taken on new meaning". 

Caravan Theatre , Mew England, (l? participants are touring New England presenting 
plays on social issues followed by audience discussion.) Editor's note t 

There has been no report submitted in time for this newsletter. We understand par- 
ticipants are hard at work rehear ping and are planning their first performances 
July 17 and 18 at Quincy House , Harvard. By the time of the next newsletter we hope 
to have news about how plays are being received and participants 1 reactions to the 
challenges they meet in communities where they perform. 

Individual Service Assignments , Southeastern U.S.A. (19 participants invited by 
local communities are assisting in tutoring youth about to enter desegregated 
schools.) Editor 's note: 

No direct reports as yet from this project, but we understand that after an initial 
period of orientation participants are now assigned to their host communities. 
Assignees are planning their own w newsletter" , we hope they will share excerpts to 
be included in our second publication.

During the second week, construction was begun on the 
tribal hallj our participant from Poland, (having submitted architectural plans for 
a new hall) had them accepted by the tribal council. The group has taken a trip to 
Calais, Maine and after crossed the International Bridge into Canada. A community 
i upper was held and general success reported in getting to know the residents better 
through both working on houses and visiting. 

COMMUNITY SERVICE PROJECTS 

Urban Affairs Project , Chicago, Illinois. (12 participants are helping with local 
programs and development of leadership in the community.)

Orientation was followed by trips to local schools and resource speakers and materia] 
providing background for our work. The group participated in the organisation of

It didn f t quite work out to be 
official entrance into the life of the community, for our plane were disrupted b 
th3 anti-Willis march on City Hall. Son* of the community leaders we were to ha 
met decided to join the march and, as it turned out f half of the project partici 
pants joined in also. So, we began our involvement in the life of the city •- b 
unofficially eo to speak, not as AFSC workers. The march left Grant Park around 
3 P.M. Most of us caught it on State Street. From there, walking five abreast , 
took us about an hour to reach City Hall. There may have been a thousand in the 
protest which was certainly impressive. There wore times when the organization 
march was very poor ~ straggling, improper spacing, and very confused singing. "

But 
far the most interesting day was Friday- In the morning we met the children* T 
had a general acquaintance period, made invitations for a parent- staff tea that 
held in the afternoon, and perhaps did a little more work. Later discussion rerv 
that everyone was satisfied with their assigned classes, teachers, and assisting 
mothers. The second project week has brought for all of us a marked settling dc 
and digging in, with both work and community life begun in earnest and we are 
growing to' feel that we "belong" in Royal Oak Township. We began our first full 
wsek of teaching and the five days have been in turn each ilira ting, challenging, 
exhausting, and deeply depressing as we began to realize the charm and wonder ar 
crying needs of our children. As work takes on more personal meaning, our projfl 
life develops too.

A source who has furnished reliable information in the past, 
advised on August 20, 1965, that peace and civil rights groups 
in the Hartford, Connecticut f area, had planned to hold a work* 
shop on September 18 f 1965, in Hartfcrd, Connecticut. He said 
that the groups would be primarily concerned with' Viet Nam and 
civil rights problems. The source advised that the affair had 
originally been scheduled for August 28, 1965* 

The "Hartford Courant", a daily and Sunday morning newspaper 
published in Hartford, carried an article on August 21 9 1965, 
which stated that a session called "Connecticut Call to Action" 
was to be held on September 18 , 1965, in Hartford, Connecticut, 
and was to be coordinated by the American Friends Service 
Committee and the Greater Hartford Community Peace Center of 
West Hartford. The director of both groups was identified as 
DAVID TRUSKOFF, who announced that the session would be held 
at the State Capitol in Hartford, if approval is obtained from 
the State Public Wsrks Commission.

The "Hartford Courant" of July 5 P 1965 f carried an article which 
dealt with various civil rights groups that championed the 
Mississippi Delegate Challenge. It stated that DAVID TRUSKOFF, 
"whe was one of the people who made the long march Yrom Sel&a 
to Montgomery" was seeking petitioners to back the Mississippi 
Freedom Democratic Party's challenge to the Mississippi 
Congressional delegation at a civil rights rally held last May 
on the grounds of the State Capitol at Hartford.

A source advised on October 26-27 f 1963, * conference of 
members of the Communist Party, USA (CP, USA), including national 
functionaries, met in Chicago, Illinois, for the purpose of setting 
in motion forces for the establishment of a new national Marxist- 
oriented youth organization which would hunt for the most peaceful 
transition to socialism. The delegates to this meeting were 
cautioned against the germ of anti-Soviet and anti-CP ideologies.

A second conference of over 20 persons met In Chicago on 
December 26-29, 1963, for the purpose of initiating a "call 11 to 
the new youth organization and planninf for a founding convention 
to be held in June, 1964. 

A second source has advised that the Founding Convention 
for the new youth organization was held during the period of - 
June 19-21, 1964, at ISO Golden Gate Avenue, San Francisco, 
California, at which time the name W # E # B* DuBois Clubs of America 
was adopted.

3. Kelp to prevail upon the president to step the war in Vietr.ca and to be prepared 
to work with the* United iCaticns in aiding the peaceful devel operant of the Suuth 
East Asian region, 

4>. Intervene on behalf of the young ten of craft age in our state, so that they will 
not be forced to fight in the inhuman and unnecessary war in Vietnaa, nor in any 
other war in which the President decides to involve the country.

THE RECFAT EVENTS in the Ih.y M Tonkin na^c 
brought the world onee again to the brink of disaster. 
It Ma- racily predictable that tlic ever-increasing mili- 
tary intervention of the Vnited Slates in tin* unhappy 
Vietnamese civil war would inevitably lead to open con- 
flict between V nited States force* and those of ISorth 
Vietnam. 

Amid-t the wliirl of charges and conntercharpes as to 
whirli side provoked the crisis, the overriding goal 
must be immediate negotiation* to de-fuse the explos- 
ive situation. 

Perhaps never before h;is the United States been in a 
more untenable political, moral, and military dilemma 
than the one which now confronts us in the sleaming 
jungle- and the rice paddie* of South Vietnam. 

There —despite official deniab_cJ_our jumbal _i_ny_olye-__ 
ment, despite -hortdive ( l burst? of exuberance over 
minor skirmi>he^ despite loud assertions that we are 
supporting responsible government and freedom against 
Communis! subw r-ion — the great and powerful United 
State- i^ rapidly lo>im: respect and influence, men and 
iitorn) . dignity and maneuverability. 

Despite American rasualitie* in the hundred? and ex- 
penditure- in hundred* of millions, the United States 
inilita~> and political position in South Vietnam is 
becoming inrr'-n-ingly <l operate, and our frustrated 
military leader- are calling for "escalation*' of the war* 
wlti'di uifMriv r-— *nti.dk. n.-inj: unclear weapons and 
getting an with World War 111. 

•Such listeria is. eloipient confirmation of the Admin- 
i-lralion*s mo-t poorly kept secret: that sixteen thou- 
sand crack United Slate* military adviser* and two hun- 
dred and fifty thousand South Vietnam military force*, 
supported by exten-ive I nited States arms, and chemical 
warfare techniques, can achieve no more than a stale- 
mate, and possihlv not even that, again* t tome twenty- 
five thousand ragg'-d guerrilla fighters. Obviously, these 
gucrritl e> must be receiving tremendous aid and sup- 
port from' South Vieinaufs civilian priptilation. Hun- 
dreds of thousands, 'perhaps million-. of ^onth \ i el nam- 
ese are not only refusing to support their government; 
tliey are aclivrjv opposing it. Unfortunately, they are 
permitted no other channel for registering opposition 
to their government than that of giving support to the 
guerrilla*, Thn* the A ictnam Mar is essentially a civil 
war. As Senator Wayne \lor*e of the U.S. Senate For- 
eign Hclations Committee sa>s. 

There are no Chinese in South Vietnam. There are no 
Russian soldiers in Snuih Vietnam. The only foreign 
solli*. rs in South Vietnam are United Stale- snldicr*. 
(March 25. 1%;.) 

It wa & in 1954 that the I nited States interest in South 
Vietnam, a*, well a* in neighboring Lao* and Cambodia, 
began in earnest. After almost eight years of frustra- 
ting hide-and— cek warfare with Vietnamese guerrilla 
forces, the exhausted French gave up the struggle to 
retain their colonies in Indochina and joined with eight 
interested nation- to negotiate a cease-fire agreement 
at Geneva, The temporary partitioning of Vietnam into 
Conifuunisl and "democratic" portions pending nation- 
wide ejections, was the most significant provision of 
the conference agreements. 
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Fearful of the alleged "vacuum" related by the French 
defeat and withdrawal, the I nited Slates Government 
handpicked a leader for the ncwl\ independent "dem- 
ocratic" South Vietnam and promptly committed the 
resource* and prestige of the United State* to building 
a "free and independent" South Vietnam to serve a* a 
bulwark against the spread of Communwn and as a 
model example of what a new society could achieve 
by aligning itself with the United Stales. 

Unfortunately, the virtual impossibility of implement- 
ing such a program in that locality and at that junc- 
ture of history was not realize d by our statesmen, due 
in large measure to our abysmal ignorance of that part 
of the world (e.g., when the author was preparing for 
his assignment to Indochina in 19!i!>. it wa* impossible 
to find Americans in Washington who had extensive 
firsthand experience in that area I. This unrcali-tk 
policy was further hindered by clumsy execution. Our 
choice of Mr Diem as the leader for South \ ietnani 
proved to he disastrous as he and his corrupt and die- 
tatorial family quickly came tu symbolize precisely 
the sort of tyranny against which our effort* were meant 
to be directed, 

Widespread disaffection developed which hud its ori- 
gins in a variety of factor*. Popular discontent with the 
cruel and oppressive tactics of the Dinn gov *rnmenL 
was reinforced by religion* and sectional grievances. 
The exie-sive economic dependence of the new govern- 
ment on massive injection- of I nited Stales aid, and 
the resultant attachment of South Vietnam so complete- 
ly to the United States global political strategy, of- 
fended the sensitive nationalism of the \ jrtn.iiue*<: 
people, Diem's negative responses to repealed over- 
ture- from the INorth for establishment of trade and 
other relation*- ami hi" refu-al to buhl elections for 
unification in 1^56 as outlined in the cease-Gre agree- 
ments, further aggravated the d>--ati"-faetii>n with the 
governuieiit and, by extension, with the Lnitcd States, 
whose hand 1 Man widely believed to he directing govern* 
ment policy.

Entire rural communities were arhitrarily 
resettled in prUon-likc camps to prc>enl their pro* 
viding succor to the rebellious forces. New chemical- 
warfare tactics, introduced to defoliate wooded area** 
had the side effect of destroying crop*« a fact which did 
not deter us from u^ing them. Brutal torture? and the 
burning of entire village* were undertaken &* a mean* 
of extracting information about Viet Cong and other 
rebel* from *ympathetic peasant*. Practice? who<e 
cruelty revolt* civilized men and winch must certainly 
be considered ^crimes apain^t humanity** if that term 
has any meaning whatsoever became standard pro- 
cedure. 

Not eurprisingK. the more destructive and grotefcpie 
the combat tactics the greater became* the resentment 
of the local peasantry which had to bear the wrath of 
both antagonists (more than eighty per rrnt of Vietnam's 
population is rural*. The area of the country under 
rebel control continued to increase, and the number 
of guerrilla recruit* (o the rebcV cause grew to the 
currently estimated twenty-five thousand, with nym- 
palhiicr^. perhaps running into the million*, providing 
food and shelter. Defections from the South Vietnamese 
army itself have became increasingly a problem, and 
mo*t of the rebels' weapons are reported to consist of 
United State* arm* which have been captured by, sold 
or given to the rebel forces 

There h no way to distinguish pro- from anti-govern- 
ment sympathizer;- among.-! the local populace. The 
tall, fair-skimmd American* are the only obvious in- 
trudf re t a fact which gives eloquent credibility to the 
widespread charge that we are the new colonialists, 
To the Vietnamese who watch their country being ra- 
vaged and their people being mutilated by the atr 
power and mysterious chemical agent* which we have 
aupphed. the idea that the United States may be using 
Vietnamese territory to achieve American objectives 
becomes inerrd-diigU convincing, Our protestations that 
we arc fighting for liberty ring hollow when it is only 
by the force of 1 nited States support that the unpopu- 
lar South A ietname-e governments have been able to 
achieve and retain p F >v*er. Our exhortations that Coin- 
rnunhni rnr*r lie defeated *ccm irrelevant in an area 
where oth*i f<>< - are much more tangible. More re- 
cent!), our talk of introducing nuclear weapons awaken* 
latent menmric- witii racist overtone* potentially more 
explosive than the A-bomb itfelf. VS. Secretary Gen- 
eral I Thant. himself a Burmese, even felt obliged to 
warn the United State* how such a decision would be 
viewed by A*iam. Tie said: 

Su^h action i> sure to generate widespread resentment 
and i^u^r criticism, particularly from quarters which 
so far have nut been very vocal- and have not been very 
mj:>j'oken rep:odin^ the situation in Southeast Asia. In 
l f j-l:>. when nUtuilr h<>mh? were dropped over Hiroshima 
and ^agasnki in Japan, there wa« a widespread feeling 
in many pan* of Asia tint these deadly atomic bombs 
we/e dropped «ui Japanese cities because the Japanese 
wen n on* u lutes. 

The American public ha* been intentionally victimized 
throtifrhout t Ij i- entire adventure. The genuine complex- 
ity oL the *il mil ion has hern niade particularly unintel- 
ligible hy di-iorled reporting and a partial blackout on 
new* from the area, apparently at the instigation of 
T& aMumrlon authorities. According To a recent New 
York Times editorial (July 29, 1964 v f "the Govern- 
ment ^ negative -indeed repressive and distorjed — news 
policies obscurer} both the purpose* and "progress of 
the war. The public was not only misinformed by Gov* 



ernment spokesmen J*M ,.npalatahlc fact* were with- 
hel I and the truth '_ Tted/* The shifting pronounce- 
ment* and blatant eTotrn diet ion* of Secretary McNa* 
nta rii have exasperated member* of the Senate a? well 
as the pre^s and the public. Optimmn and gloom have 
played lag in official V athington vv w* eince early 1961, 
Troop cutbacks have been made, only to be reversed 
within a few month*. MrNaniaTa'e prediction*, reiter- 
ated a^ recently a* February 1<>*>1, of e *rntially total 
Vn i ted States military withdrawal by 1WS5, have been 
replaced by an announcement (July 27, 1964) of m five 
thousand man invrra*e in our Vietnam military mis- 
sion and by talk of twenty mure year* id w-orfare- 
Similar contradictions can he found between the *ym> 
pathetic support which rebel force* ohvioiiMy receive 
from the rural populace throughout South Vietnam and 
the claim of Premier Genera! Khanh that "the people 
have called for the war to be carried to the North." 

Guerrilla insurgent* Can pueeeed only when the *ur- 
roundinc population provide* them aid and cover, a 
fact which accounts both for the *ucce*i of the rebel 
forces in the South and the failure of attempts to carry 
out subversion in the North, Sjxcnlating o:i the wis- 
dom of United States-Sponsored infiltration of the North, 
the New York Timrs* in Hilary ~peciali*t, Elamon Bald* 
win. eaid: *'The jKipnlatinn of North Vietnam i* un- 
likely to be friendly," Actually, the commander of 
South VjcinaruV Air Force announced at a prcet con- 
ference on July 22. 1964, in the presence of top-ranking 
United States office r&, that combat team* have been 
infiltrated inside North Vietnam for at least three 
years, without success. 

Massive aerial attack on North Vietnam, on the other 
hand, requires no popular support whatsoever. At the 
same pres* conference on July 22nd, Air Commodore 
Ky announced thai thirty pilots bad been specially 
trained to bond* North Vietnam. "We euuld go this 
afternoon/' he said. "1 rannot ns«ure you that all of 
North Vietnam would he destroyed, but Hanoi would 
certainly be destroyed." 

The extent of the direct jmedvemcru of the North 
in the insurgency activities hae in fact hern a subject 
of considerable disagreement among knowledgeable 
observers. As recently a*. March 1^64. Pulit^er-Prizc- 
winninp reporter David Ualher-tam. of the New York 
Times, reported; 

Tlie war is largely a e.udlie( nf ^ouilienicrs mupht *>n 
Southern land. No capture of North Vietnamese in the 
South has come to light. 

By mid-1964 charge* of a<-tnal intervention of North 
Vietnamese military fruee> in the Southern strufr^h' 
were being heard with inerecT-inj: frequency. Although 
not yet substantiated. *.|n>ubl such report* in fact prove 
true they would certainly indirate a widening of the 
framework within wbicli thi- civil war i* being friLfuht. 
Key United States Irnrh r- h.ive admirt,-d. how-ver. that 
aerial bombardment of >orth ViclnnTU would, by ii. 
self, be unlikely to improve ^ubstantinlly the situation 
in the South. 

There are aUo 6ignifu:ant bv-prudnets which deserve s<-. 
iovu* consideration with respect to bombing North Viet- 
nam. Such action would further fa^cn upon the United 
Stale* the image of unprovoked destroyer of Asian 
peoples and their property. It would accelerate the 
conversion of Vietnamese Nationalist* to oro-Commtm- 
ists, a shift which our obtuse policy ha*- h. en accom- 
plishing in the South for quite notne time. Furthermore, 
iuich an attack would push North Vietnam firmly into 
the arms of China to which fthe would obviously ha e 
to turn for anpport. Thu^ we would accomplish for 
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the Chinese the very objee vhich they have »o 

far not achieved for lhcmsel\ . the expansion of Chi- 
nese power far south into the Indochina peninsula. 

In their more candid moment* our leader* argue that* 
ugly as the situation may he, United States prestige in 
Asia if at stake in South Vietnam and can he salvaged 
only hy victor)'. Although it is true that our prestige 
has suffered seriously, it doe? not follow that any sort 
of conventional ^victory" is likely or even possible. 
In such circumstances prudence may dictate that avoi- 
dance of further humiliating defeat is the best means 
of "saving face/' 

A fundaaienta) consideration is needed of just what 
"victory" mean? in the Vietnamese context. The war ie 
not a conventional one of armies and battlefields. 
Neither h it a simple struggle of international commun- 
ism vs. capitalism, e*> some of our demagogic leaders 
assert. ISor yet is it merely the current installment of 
the historic struggle between imiverial China and her 
small neighbor*. Certainly both the ideological and the 
imperialistic factor? are involved to a degree. Basically, 
the Vietnamese war is a civil eonmci with a strong 
nationalistic base. There is little for foreigners to "win" 
in such a conflict, for, short of destroying perhaps a 
majority of the Vietnamese people, it is unlikely that 
we will ever succeed in moulding a Vietnam tailored to 
American desires.

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ignoring these domestic roots of the civil war in South 
Vietnam. We seem unable to realize that killing Viet- 
namese people and destroying their homes increases 
rather than reduces their hostility to us. Our utter 
failure to grasp this obvious fart w at- demonstrated by 
our former ambassador to \ j'^naiv i*enr > * Cabot ■ i^««e 
when lie was asked upon his return to the United States 
how the war would end. He said: 

it will cnrl when there aren't any more Viet Cong insur- 
gents- Thai doesn't mean they're all dead. It means 
they've derided not lo he Yiel Cong any more. And the 
reason the\ decide not to be Viet Cong any more is that 
if* too dangerous — they're liable to he killed. (New 
York Times. June 28, 1964) 

Kven were our mighi to prevail in South Vietnam's civil 
war. the presence of China, with over a quarter of the 
world's people, would make futile the attempt to ere- 
at" a sinbit and peaceful Southeast Asia, ^i e cannot ig- 
iii-rc China's existence and he nsturul interest in any 
political settlement in that area. There is. of course, a 
s-rhool of thought which view* \ ietnam as merely one 
outpost in a strategic chain of installation* which the 
I niti'd Stale* U constructinp for the purpose of nirctiiif* 
Keil China hrachon. \ ast jet facilities and supporting 
hj«es. far surpassing conceivable requirements for ac- 
lion^ . re^trieted only to Vietnam, are being prepared 
there lo eomplenient similar installation* in Thailand. 
In this view. \ ictnam is onh a rehcar^aJ and staging 
ana lor the real confrontation which is yet to come. 
Ignoring the military futility of placing sueh crucial 
installation* in a region likely to be *o hostile as to ren- 
der sabotage or capture by enemy fortes almost inevi- 
table, one b appalled by the cynicism of this attitude as 
well a** hy the horror of its immorality. 

Many people are becoming increasingly restive over 
the situation. A number of our allies have attempted 
\o disas*oriatc themselves from our action* in South 
Vietnam, France ha* openiy advocated neutralism for 
the IndochtncBC Hates and ha# accepted the fact that

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in the area if conditions are ever to be Stabilized. Our 
: efforts, to convince our other NATO partners to sup- 
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port our Vietn aJTicy have met with little sympathy. 
The majority oi ,*sian nations shy away from taking a 
positive stand on either side of the conflict, many of 
them maintaining relations with both Vietnam* and 
avoiding publie comment about the civil war. However, 
neighboring CambodiaV Prince Sihanouk, who has 
had phenomenal success with a neutralist policy, has 
long predicted a victory for the Vietnamese rebel forces. 
U Thanl ha* said that "military methods will not 
bring about peace in South Vietnam." and be suggested 
that the Geneva agreement', might profitably be revived. 
Kcre in our country, protest against the official policy 
in South Vietnam has been increasing as news reporting 
from Vietnam ha<- fought itself somewhat free of the 
strictures imposed by the Department of Defense and 
as public opinion ha* he^un to reaet to the frequent 
contradiction* and sharp reversals in the Administra- 
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The ever-im reading magnitude of our expenditures is 
also a growing cause of eoneern among both Adminis- 
tration supporters and opponent*. Senator Dirk-en. in 
predicting that the one and one-half million dollars

two million, complained that in South Vietnam itself: 
"We appear to have made no real progress.** Other 
citizen group? have expressed abiiorence at our coun- 
try's so completely subsidizing and dominating the 
economy of another nation, including paying the sab 
arie* of its arm v. This i* indeed a tvne of "invicihlr** 
colonialism which, nevertheless become- quite visible 
in ^ ashington's outrage whenever th^ South Vict* 
nameso government unilaterally decide- to embark on 
a course of action of it* own choosing. 

In 1963 some seventeen thousand minsters of all faith? 
protested to President Krnnedy apain-i support of the 
dictatorial Vietnamese government and the immorality 
of our ehemieabwai'fare taetir> against the Vietnamese 
people. More reeentlv five thousand collepe and uni- 
versity profe*.(-or<* ha\e ytre'-enied a petition to the State 
Department a^kinj: tliat the \ iclnaniesr war be ended 
and \ ietnam neutralized. 

In the United Stales Senate- several Senators eonsi?- 
tently protest "Secretary McNamara's war/* although 
their statement are pmerallv not reported hv the mass 
media. Curiously, this group represents- both Senators 
from Alaska, one of I be *iaif* mosf ser;;Jmr io poliii- 
eal development*- in the Pacific rccion <_ f 'ncrally, Alas- 
ka's Senator Gruenine reeentlv declared: 

The time ha* tome to rraso the uselec? and senseless 
losses of Amerir^n lives in an area not essential to the 
security of the 1 nited States This is a fiMit which \* 
not our fiuhi. intd whieh wr shviu^l not have gi'ttten ii^ 
the first place. The lime In get out is now. before the 
further loft* of A?nerir;:n lives. 

Certainly for American* or for any foreigners lo plan 
and impose a pearc poIi'*y uti the Vietnamese people 
would be a> presumptuous as objrctiimable. and as 
foolhardy as ha* been our practice of imposing * war 
policy on them. Satisfaetory terms upon which a settle- 
ment ma) be reached can be decided only by them- 
selves for this h hasieall) a civil war with myriad 
nuances onlv dimh comprehended by outsid' rt. Indi* 
cations arc llut tin South Vietnamese people are inter- 
ested primarily in ending the war. It is we who arc most 
concerned about winning it. Unfortunately, the mree- 
Mon of United Slates-backed governments in South ^ u*t- 
nam has ruthlesply rcpres-ccf open expression of *urh 
sentiments, and Gene r jil Khunh has even staged demon- 
strations and attacks on the French Embassy -io -j.iiho- 
lizc his peopled alleged hostility to a neutralist folu* 
lion. Buddhist leaders have been condemned for su£- 
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peetin*: neutralization otil politician^^ n\vn to sup- 
port neutralism arc in exile or in pn^o. tender *ueh 
enndition* it i* ohviou^ thai a pennine refheiion of pop- 
ular vUhe^ can he ohtained only when the United 
State* i?pri(W to fland at-\<]< and permit a)l contending 
faction- to vir for popular support. 

Admittedly, if there i* Eufficirnt support amonp the 
people, ConinumM element* niiplit well pain control 
of a freeh elrelrd povernent, a fact of life which m'c 
should br prpparpd to faee, Thprp is however, r^nsider- 
ahlr evidence that a penuinelv representative South 
Vietnam government, whether Communist or non-Com- 
munist, would opt for peace and neutrality, perhaps 
under international ^uarantccfr- It is aUo likely that 
North Vietnam, or even a CoinuiunUt-oriented, unified 
Vietnam, would welcome an opportunity to minimize 
iH dependrnee on China, the historical ^imperialist" 
of Atta. Consolidation of the complementary econo- 
mics of North and South Vietnam would help to accom- 
plish this by permitting the Southern rice surplus to 
fill the North's rice deficit, at the *ame time catering 
to tin* nationalistic passion which so dominates 'V ift- 
namor thought. The recent fi* i stirf*. < ? in ihc Communist 
bloc suepc&t that nationalism will increasingly assert 
itself over monolithic Coniinuniem, and a unified or 
federated Vietnam would enjoy much greater maneuver- 
ability to pursue such a course. 

The precipe form which any negotiated solution might 

take can hardly ]n- predicted at this time. Public state* 

mi*.- by the National Liberation Front, spokesman

.South Vietnam affair*. According to Georges ChafTard 

of Lr Mondt\ the Front faNor^ a neutral belt to include 

South Vietnam. Cambodia, and Laot and doe* not want 

South Vietnam to hrconir dependent upon North *\ iet- 

nam. Other rebel elements, more closely oriented 

toward North Vietnam, give high priority to unification 

of the country. 

Th<* continuing crisis in neighboring Loos cannot be 
fettled until there ha* been a settlement in Vietnam, 
nor are our touchy relations with Cambodia likely to 
improve so long as we obstruct cfTorts to bring peace 
along herfronlier. Cambodia has tu ice complained to 
\hr l."nited Nations about United Stales violation:- of 
her border: first, charging that American* participated 
in a bombing mission which killed 17 Cambodians, 
and second, charging us with the aerial spraying of 
destructive cbi niicals ovi-r Cambodian territory. Such 
"inciuents** do n- no good but great harm; they could 
even serve to ignite a major conflict. 

The idea of reconvening the 195-1 Geneva Conference 
which ended the Freneh-Hidochinesc conflict has been 
revived periodically, 'most recently by 1*' Thant C July 
9, 19o4f. The United States response to this suggestion 
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Considerable doubt is cast on the sincerity ot this re- 
sponse in view of the well Known fact that some of the 
most blatant violations of the Geneva accord* have been 
committed by the United States or with its encourage- 
ment. Probably the most crucial term of the Geneva 
Ceasefire Agreement was the provision for nationwide 
unifying elections to be held by June 1956. The South 
Vietnam government, eorreetly afraid that it would lose 
such an election, if for no other reason than fts smaller 
population, adamantly refused to honor this provision 
in 1956, and has steadfastly continued to refuse to per- 
mit unification elections despite periodic demands for 
these election* bv the North. (Both South Vietnam and 
the United States bide hehind the technically correct 
claim lliat they never signed the Geneva agreements.) 
Other provision* of the Agreement prohibited the intro- 
duction into Vietnam any additional military personnel 
(Article 16) or armaments i Article 17* and forbade the 
establishment of new military ba*e> ( Article 18). By 
1956 both North and South Vietnam had been' found 
guilty of violating these conditions. The nia*Mve build- 
up of United State* forces in 19t>l. including the con- 
struction of jet air baeo, was all done in knowing vio- 
lation of this Agreement. 

Another approach ha* been that of General De Gaulle. 
He propose* that the United States, the Soviet Union, 
China, and France withdraw from Indochina and that 
a massive economic and technical aid program be sub- 
stituted for the fighting. This proposal, and indeed the 
entire idea of taking the Vietnamese conflict to the 
conference table wa* summarily rejected by President 
Johnson (press conference, July 24, 1964} within 21 
hours after the General sugp^trd it. Such haste indi- 
cated a rigid and unthinking response. 

Any course of action is mky. but almost norif is more 
ri'-kv than the one we are following. As mature indi- 
vidual* Americans must realize that we cannot dictat< 
to everv corner of the globe, nor do we win respect fer 
ourselves by brandishing our nuclear arsenal whene\er 
wc cannot have our way. Forces in existence before the 
discovery of North America as well as forces as fresh 
as pott-TTorld \Car II nationalism, are at work in the 
Vietnamese conflict. An American-backed, unrepre- 
sentative government can tcnmorarilv distort the rela- 
tive strengths of these forces, but until they arc allowed 
to assert themselves and to find their support among t 
free population, unchecked gurrriUa warfare, accom- 
panied by a political instability which cannot be r» - 
stricied to Vietnam's border, will continue to sap United 
States energies and prestige, to irritate United State? 
polities, both domestic and international, to aggravate 
the racial polarization of the world, and to etoke the 
flames of ^'orld ^ar III.
